Things , yet now perhaps they: may find 
themſelves free, and in-a-ftate to accept 
an Accompliſhed Deliverance. They. 
might poſſibly. be. in awell meant ſuſpence, 
while things. were in diſpute, and ſeem- 
ed to depend upon the Iflues of War : but 
when that laſt Recourſe has determined a- 
gainſt them, and. all .the World beſides 
confirm - the cen ; It. 1s to be hoped 
that 
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that they alſo will be fully concluded. It 


cannot {ure but give them a lower con- 


ceit of their private Opinion, to find it 
diſclainyd by the reſt of mankind, who 
have lel(s concern that it ſhould be an er- 
rour ; and prevent their being ſo fond of 
Diſquiet, as fill to reſolve upon continu- 


ing uneaſite when the World is at Reſt. 


This we will hope both for them and 
our ſelves, and with ſo much the more 
expectation of having our wiih ; asithas 


pleaſed God to Crown this Blefling of 


Peace, with the return of the King; 
Had his Sacred Perſon been permitted 


to fall by. the black Malice of Implacable 


Men, or taken from us by any other, all- 
moſt as ſ{ad,tho leſs violent Death;after a}, 
that his Wiſdom and Courage with the 
Bleſſing of Heaven, had accompliſhed tor 
us; that Glorious Day had been overcaſt 
at its very firſt opening upon us in the 
diſmalleſt manner ; and what would have 
followed that Terrible Night, no Mortal 
can tell : The loſs of him who is.not on- 
ly of. that importance to us, but to fo 

many 
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many about us, at ſuch a critical tune, 
might well have unravelledall things again, 
and put our. Afﬀajrs in a dreadful] dilorder: 
And ſuch aConfuion had been too thick 
a Cloud for us to ice thro', what worrd be 
in the End. EI | 

But God has had pitty upon us, - and 
by bringing back his Majeſty to us, 
{cems inclined to eſtabliſh the wonderful 
things he has .. wrought for our goad, and 
to make that Hand which has hitherto 


.-proſpered with ſo univertal an Honour in 


War, atarcher means of procuring to. us, 
all the remaining 'Glories of Peace. ;: And 
hs 
this we. may have the fuller hopes he will 
do, if in' the next place we proceed to 
contider. Es 
- 1'2. The obligations we areunder in return, 
to call' upon God as long-as we live, This 
calling on God' imphes our entire depen- 
dance upon him ; and our care to order 
our behaviour ſo as may give our Hearts -a 
:Confidence -in him. And: what is there 
in either of theſe, that we muſt not ac- 
knowledge his due in a. ffogular manner,

for what he has done ? What temptation 

can we poſlibly have ſo much as to think 

of - withdrawing our affiance in him; 'who 

has been ſo far from' forſaking us; that he 
has been exceedingly - favourable co: us, 

beyond what- we cou'd even allow our 
ſelves to' expect at his hands? 'Had At- 

fliftons and Wars been our Portion ftill, 

our Truſt-ought to have ſtood; where our 
Help ever did in the name of the Lord :

to place it any whiere elle. He who has 
ſafely convey?'d' us thro' fo-many Dan- 
gers, and-brought us at laſt to rhe'end' of 
our - temporal' Hopes, has not only a> 
right to our Truſt,- but ſuch a'one as it*- 
wou'd: be madneſs 11i-us to dilpttte. 

- On' the other hand'it wow d' be at pre- 
ſumption to rely- upon: God, without care 
ts' make our Converſation ſuch as migtit 
give us ati humble- aſſ{ance it all our 
appearings before him. To keep on if 
ways of our own;- when he has done 1o 
mach- to - invite- us* to> order our ' COINS . 
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in bis, is ſucha contempt of his mercy, 
as wou'd {oon provoke him to turn 1t away : 
To divert his Goodneſs fo far from being 
a means to lead us to Repentance, as to 
make ic a new occalion of {inning ; woud 
be tuch a deſpite to bis Spirit and Power, 
as muſt jaſtly make us dread the return of 
his Judgments, with ſo much the fiercer 
Anger upon us. | 
To prevent this, and to tecure our. Peace, 
we mult reſplve upon paying an unfeign- 
cd Obcdience ro God, who has been ſo 
gracious to ps 3 wo has brought forth his 
people with Foy, and his, choſen wi.h glad- 
neſs, that tbey might keep his ſtatutes and 
obſerve his Laws. And to uphold us in 
theſe as well as.to continue our happinels 
ro us; we mult according to the moſt ob- 
vions ſenſe of the words. call upon him as 
long as . we live. Duly: conſidering that 
while we are here, there will always be 
danger. of: our departing from God , and 
of his leaving us, when we do, to the 
truit-of our ways : both which we muſt 
pray..to ,avoid, and for ſome reaſons pe-. 
caliar to Peace. For 
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For'tho?, as it has been already ob{grred, mas 
:ny great oppertunitics of -promoting Virtue are 
thereby allow'd us ; yet. it muſt be confcts'd, 
that there are too forme Temptations in it, ſoapt 
we are to forget God, when we ſee no particu. 
lar need of kis help, and let our vain Inclinari- 
.ons take their extravagant courſe, when there 
is no viſible ſtop ur'the way ; and the apter 
ſtill ſhall we be to do this, as our late viſitatt 
on has had the lefs Influence on us : infomuch, 
that obferving how little we are amended by 
that, we ought to be the more apprehenſive of 
a teadency 1a us, to pervert and abuſe our bet- 
ter ſucceſs : And that ſ;ould make us fear its 
Decay. 

How highly then muſt * always import us 
to pray to God in the firit place that we may 
be Obedient, and witely employ the Bleſſings 
we have; to lay the better ground for our ask= 
ing their future continuance ? And that theſe 
Prayers may be heard, we mult be earneſt and 
diligent ia them ; whether we offer them up 
in the Publick Aſſemblies, or im the kefs ſuſpe- 
£d Zeal of aprivate Devotion; Both which ways 
of Addreſs ſhould always afford each other their 
mutual Help ; that our ſecret Retirements may 
have the more warmth, by what we bring from 
the Concurrence of others ; andour ſolemn meet- 
ings be quicken'd with greater Attention from 
our PraCtice at Home. | | 

| We are now more than ever obliged to be 
frequent and ſerious in theſe, as well that we 
may ſhew our Eſteem of ſuch Opportunities, as 
pro- 
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provide for their being the longer enjoy'l : ſince 


it cannot be thought we account them a Bleſ- 
fing, if we care not to uſe them, or be hoped 
they will laſt, if we do not pray- that they may 
be preſerved. E: ny | 

For tho? there is a Concurrence of ſeveral 
things.to give us good hopes of an Enduring 
Peace ; yet we cannot but know the ſtate of this 
World, how uncertain it'is ; and the deſigns of 
thoſe - who .have been moſt Diſappointed, how 
unwearied they are. We ought therefore with 
the. more caretulneſs to-watch unto Prayer that 
our condition may be the leſs ſubjeQ to change; 
and beſeech God that we may never- be added 
to that Church whichchas debaſed Religion and 
corrupted the World.
